Congress, which represents on its part the
firet and highest power in this nation, will find
the way clear; and taking into sccount the bill
vobed In [avor of Cuba ut the cod of the lnat ses-
sion, the opinlon manifested by o large number
of ite members, the [n-lillmln coming in from oll
parts, the traditional Amerlcan policy, nnd the
words of the President usod in his message, it
will not long defer glving expression to the
wishes of Lhe people, whose representative It 1s,
or to the aspirations of the Cnobans, Tha Presi-
dont has said all that he could. He makes no
recommendations to Congress; but if he has not
taken o step which was within his power,
it were superfluous o recommend, and,
above ail, when he neither finds  nor
presents  any reason  why the  recogui-
tion o1 Cuba should be opposed.  Congress, with
but little pains, will become convivesd that
there exists in Cuba an independent republican
organization, and will vote a bill In accordance
with this coviction, The Prosident will be buat
too happy to conform himsell to this view of the
matter,

In the meanwhile the First Maglstrute tells
the Representatives and Benators thal this prin-
ciple is beyond the range of discussion, viz.:—
Tgn.t this nation i its own proper judire us to
when belligerent rights shall be conceded to any
people struggling to free iteell from a govern-
ment which it deems oppressive—a phirase con-
«¢lngive, and which at a single stroke disposés of
the thoueand illnsory arguments put forward by
the Spanlards In their discourses and news-
papers. Moreover, the President expressea the

tive hope that the influence of the United
tates will put an end to the war, which with
reason he denominates unhappy, and. in trath,
an American could npot otherwise gualily a
struggle between liberty and despotism, between
force angl right, between justice and Injustice.

Onward, then: the triumph will be ours,
General Grant koows it, and we, a8 a matter of
course, know it beuter than he. What more
should we have than we have already, in order
to the securing of our freedom? Let the war of
fire and blood go on: this is necessnry, We wil
defend the soll on which we were born, even till
wo die, and lie gide by side with the stones of
the earth. ’

Besides, Mr,
Fish, who in this matter s Mr. Grant, inssmuch
as Congress nevor addresses the Mindsters, will
find it necessary to say that, in the month of
June pyet, he correspoaded with the representa-
tion »f the Cuban Republic, thus virtually
vecognizing it, und, at the same time, discusseil
with it the charneter of the propesitions which
he contemplated presenting to Spain, to the end
that she would recoguize the Independence ol
the alond. e will have to admit that he pre-
sentod such proposition to Spain, aud demunded
explicitly, infthe lnst duys of July, that she
should aﬁlmdun the Island and sslute the Lone
Star Bannoer. )

He will add, most certainly, that Spain ac-

cepted the mediation in peneral torms, nnd even
sroposed alterations (up to the present unpub-
‘lshed, that 18 to say, unknown o the pablic,
but positive and certain), which revealed the
fact that she was nol lar from being prepared Lo
recognize the Republic of Caba.  He counld ex-
plain also the motive that induced General Prim
to alter his opinion in this regard, after having
appeared to be willing to entemalin the proposi-
